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POSING SCHOOLGIRLS. 


4 Scandal Discovered in one of the New 
York Oity Pablic Schools. 

New York, May 16.—[Special.]—-The board 
of education is much stirred today about ob- 
jectionable tintypes of the girl pupils of the 
grem mar school No, 28, found in the possession 

of a number of pupils by Miss Lowry, princi- 
pal, andthe matter will be formally taken up 
for investigation, 

Commiesioner Schmitt, said that if the story 
was true, the photograper who took the pict. 
ures ought tobe publicly cowhided, and the 
venerable comissioner, William Wood, ssid 
that cowhiding was too good fora man who 
would entice school girls to pose for fancy 
pictures,and that a term in Sing Sing would be 
better. Mr. Wood said that he had his atten- 
tion cailed te the case on Saturday, and it was 
the first time in his seventeen years conmec- 
tion with the public schools that anything 
approaching a scandal had oc- 
curred among pupils, It was 
really the duty of parents, he thought, to do 
the prosecuting, but the board has also the 
rigft, as the children, while at school, are un- 
der its jurisdiction. Thefear is now that the 
negatives and pictures have been destroyed, 
which will make the proof against the photog- 
raphers more difficult. 

As nearas could be aecortained today one 
teacher in the school discovered several girls 
showing pictures of themselves taken in fancy 
costumes and in poses similar to those of ac- 
tresses in the Black Crook and like places. In- 
vestigation by the parents of the girls discov- 
ered, it is alleged, that the photographic rooms 
of Chapman & Willis, No 275 Sixth avenue, 
wre ore ofthe places where the pictures were 
taken. 

One of the giils states that while she and an- 
other girl was the photographers 
baving some Mr. 
Chapman to pose 
for faucy pictures, gave them two imperials 
for doipg so, and arranged their positions. 
Chapman's place is at the top ofathree story 
building, and is reached by a narrow stairway. 
He was notin this moraing, bufta man who

WILL THERE BE A RIOT? | 


FEARS ENTERTAINED OF TROUBLE 
AT TORONTO TODAY. 


Mr. O’Brien aud the Newspeper OCorresp dents 
Bager for the Fray- Moatreal Press Comment 
on the Toronto Meeting Last Saturday— 
Iaterview with Eaitor O’BSriex. 


MonTREAL, May 16 —The proceedings and 
utterances at the Toronto meeting of Saturday 
have provoked much unfavorable comment 
among government supporters here, who hold 
to the epinion thatthe Toronte speakers went 
too far and have damaged their own case.

Thus there is danger of collision, and even though 
due care be taken by the authorities to prevent 
violence, there is almost sure to be a certain 
amount of trouble through the people taking sides 
in a quarrel that had been thrust upon them. We 
sincerely bope that wherever Mr. O’Brien deter- 
mines on going, he will be leftin peace and that 
these who canuot justify his mission will keep 
away. 

Following ie an editorial in tho Montreal 
Herald, whose politics are liberal, but which 
opposed at the begining Mr. O'Brien’s invasion 
almost as vigorously as the Gazette itself. It 
's headed : 

“WANTED—THE OTHER SIDE.” 

It would not only be proper, but it seems abso- 
lutely necessary that the statement made by Mr 
O’Brien in regard to the treatment of the Lugga- 
curren tenants should be met and negatived, if it 
is possible. Lord Lansdowne does not appear to 
have had knowledge of these transactions. His 
agent, of course, may be said to represent him, but 
with his lordship on one side of the Atlantic, and 
negotiations and proceedings on the other between 
his agent and representatives of the tenanus, it 
might well be assumed that the negotiations might 
go on and be disposed of before Lord Lansdowne 
would be informed of the details. Bunt for the 
eviction of large bodies of poor people from his 
esta‘es, Lord Lansdowne is responsible, and the 
whys and wherefores of such a2tion are as debat- 
able in his case asin any other case. The fact that 
he is governor-general of Canada supplies no rea- 
son for silence. The question is ugitating the Eng- 
lish speaking people of Britain, Canada, and the 
United States. lt matters little how or by whom 
the agitation is brought about. Very serious accu- 
sations have been made. If they atlected the pre- 
micr of Canada, they would have to be answere4. 
They ought all the more to be met and answered 
when directed against the governor-genera! of 
Canada. The question is, are these things true? 

Today every body is talking of what is 
likely to occur at Toronto when Mr. O'Brien 
getsthere. Speaking of the Orange meeting 
there, Mr. O'Brien, full of gladness, said it was 
the best thing that could have happened.

I predicted that Professsr 
Goildwin Smith would at last find his level, 
which prediction is fulfilled, as I see he was 
one of the most blatant speakers at the Orange 
meeting. If any differences existed among the 
fationalists of Toronto, the publication of 
Archbishop Croke’s letter has swept it away 
and caused it ail to unite as one man,”’ 

The army of New York newspaper m:n, 
who are with Mr. O’Brien, have bean in- 
creased by representatives from Chicago papers 
and they are all so thoroughly prepared for a 
riot in ‘Toronto that they wil! be disappointed 
if itshould not come off. The presence of 
Ernest Derosier,a leading French Canadian, 
at yesterday’s meeting here in St. Patrick’s 
bail and his strong anti-Lansdowne sp:ech, 
snd the Po of La Justice to supply 
French aid to defend Mr. O’Brien, if necss- 
sary, and the general tenor of public feeling 
prove, beyond queation, that if any serions at- 


, tempt at disturbance takes place, but especially 


if a hair of O’Brien’s head be injared, a blaze 
will be lighted from one end of the dominion 
to the other, in comparison with which the 
Riel excitement was tame. 

Mr. O’Brien says a riot during this time 
would give such a tremendous lift to the Irish 
cause generally that he fears it will not take 
place. Muchas the Orange riots in Belfast 
served the cause of home rule,much more 
wou'd Orange riots in Toronto seme the cause 
of Lansdowne’s tenantry. He is of opinion 
that Lansdowne knows this, and Mayor How- 
land too, and that both will consequently work 
hard to preserye the peace.

BELGIAN MINERSSTRIKE. 


Over Ten Thousand Men Idle and the Nun- 
ber Swelling. 

BrvustE.s, May 16.—Minersin that part of 
the province of Hainaut, including and sur- 
rounding the*‘city of Mons, are generally join- 
ing inthestrike- The governor of Haisant 
has issued a warning to miners against foment- 
ing @ strike by acts of violence, which he de- 
clares will be vigorously treated. Tro>ps are 
keptin gairison to be ready for an emergency. 
A number cf detachments of troops occupy the 
mining districts. Cri Du Peuple, the organ of 
the socialists, announces that ten thousand 
men arealready on a strike and that the 
number is being added to hourly. An uns1c- 
cessful attempt has been made to destroy with 
dynamite the bridge over the river Haine, 
near Binche, in Hainaut. 

The strike is rapidly extending. The miners 
of Liege coal basin will go out Thursday. 
There are symptoms of disorder at Chatelet. 
Sccialist Anseele has gone to tie scene to urge 
the miners to preserve the peace. 


Boston Brewers Striking. 

Boston, May 16.—Twenty-five brewers left 
Houghton’s brewery this morning in sympathy 
with the strikers at Boessle’s, who left Friday. 
‘There are seventy-six men employed at this 
brewery. From Burkhardt’s brewery, which 
employs about sixty men, fifteen strack today. 
There are the only accessions to the brewers’ 
strike that have been made today. The men 
who struck at Boessle’s want shorter hours and 
moze pay. It was stated by the sirikers that 
some 800 barrels of beer are about to arrive in 
Bosten to be sold by the strikers. 

BALTIMORE, May 16.—The general strike 
of brewers’ employes which was ap- 
pointed, to begin at noon today, 
proved a failure. In all nineteen men are 
known to have left their places of employment. 
In the various departments there are from 
1200 to 1500 men employed in breweries of 
this city, '

SOMETHING THAT RBADS LIKE 
THE ARABIAN NIGHTS. 


The Sritish Government Officieliy Notified of the 
Discovery of an Immense Aweunt of Tres- 
sure in Ind!a—Buried in the Ground by 
the Late Maherajah—The Money. 


LONDON, May 16.—The financial secretary 
of India has advised the government of the 
discovery of an immense amount of treasure, 
estimated at $25,000,000, which had been ge- 
creted in the palace of Gwalfe by the late Ma- 


‘harajah, The treasnre has been sunk in pits 


under vaults beneath Zenara. The secret was 
entrusted to a few confidential servants. The 
secretary was present when the treasure was 
unearthed. After removing the earth to the 
depth of six feet, the workmen uncovered 
great flagstones. Beneath these stones were 
several pits filled to the brim with silver, 
chiefly freshly coined roupees. In each pit 
wasa plate recording the amount of treasure 
and the names of officials who had assisted in 
secreting it, The government has taken the 
hoard as aloan from the young Maharajah. 
Native papers protest against this action of 
the government. 


MAKING HASTE SLOWLY. 


The Short Time Left for the British Govern- 
mentto Pass the Coercion Bill. 

LONDON, May 16.—Lord -Hartington today 
hed a long conference with the marquis of 
Salisbury, W. H. Smith and Mr, Goschen, with 
. ta to hastening the passage of the coercion 

iil. 

The proposal of Mr. Smith that the house of 
commons adjourn for the Whitsun holidays, 
from May 24 to June 6, leaves the house only 
four nighis for d.b.te on the coercion bill be- 
fore adjournment, as all other sittings will be 
occupicd with estimates. It is doubtful 
whether the first clause of the coercion bill be 
passed before adjournment. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt proposes an 
important amendment to the bill, exempting 
from secret inquiry all proceedings relating to 
public meetings or agraricn movement, inclad- 
ing combinations to obtain reductiovs of rent. 
The Gladstoniaus will make the test amend- 
ment. Ifthe gevernment accepts it the bill 
will be permitted to progress, but if the gov- 
erm ment refuses, every possible device will be 
used to obstruct the measura. The govern- 
ment will modify the Irish land bill in the 
hcuse of lords. The original clauses enabled 
solvent tenants to apply for a reduction of rent 
under an appeal in bankruptcy. It is now 
proposed as a substitute that a joint application 
be made for bankruptcy. order by both land- 
lord and tenvat, and further that the court be 
empowered to stay an eviction with declaring 
bankruptcy by granting an extension of time 
for payment. 

When the credit for civil service come up for 
consideration inthe house of commons this 
evening Mr, Dillon led in an attack on the ap- 
pointments of Mr. Balfour and Colonel King 
Harman, charging the former with incompe- 
tency, neglect of duty and the contemptuous 
treatment of Parnellites. Mr. Dillon was sup- 
ported by Messrs. Campbell, Bannerman, Fow- 
ler-and Hartington. 

Mr. Balfour replied that it was a difficult 
thing to please the Parnellites, who complain- 
ed that his salary was too large, while Colonel 
King Harman received no salary at all, and 
that he knew nothing about Ireland, while 
Colonel King Harman knew too much. 

Mr. Smith defended the appoin iments, 

‘Jhe subject was then dropped. 

In the discussion on coinage, Mr. Goschen 
raid he was averse to proposing the adoption of 
a decimal system. He believed the trading 
community would object to any change. 

Sir Gecrge P. Treviyao, epeaking at a banquet 
of the Eighty club tonight, strongly condemn- 
ed the coercion bill as unjust and exasperating 
to the Irish people. He said that what divided 
the liberals was not the qaestion of granting 
home rule to the Irish, but of granting them 
liberty. Although the text of Mr. Gladstone's 
bills was true, their spirit of generosity and 
confidence toward Ireland still oxisted. If 
Lord Hartington and his followers desired to 
return to the liberal party, they would be wel- 
comed, ard a treaty of peace might be formed, 
baeed upon the four conditions set forth in 
Lord Hartington’s electoral address. The 
speaker blamed the unionists for adopting an 
attitude of hostily before they knew whether 
or not the Gladstonians would accept their 
conciticns, He believed there were not more 
than twenty liberal commoners who desired 
toexclude Irish members from Westminster, 
and that there was not one of these twenty who 
was not willing to give up a point in 
oicerto secure the return of Hartington to 
the liberal ranks. He taunted Lord Salisbury 
with having taken oflice with the help of the 
Parneliite vote, in the face of Mr. Forater’s 
accusation against Mr. Parnell of complicity in 
crime, an accusation of equal gravity with the 
cbarges of thé Times. He concluded by de- 
claring that the liberals wanted the unionists 
to regain their old party, and would pay any 
honorable price to get them back. The spesch 
created a sexsation in the lobbies of parliament. 
Home ralers regard it ag a triumph for their 
cauce,

New York, May 16.—Archbishop Corrigas 
his canonical visitation :

The second error which the — 
wished to combat was that the pope 
the right to command and to be obeyed only im 
matters of faith and morals, and when speak- 
ing as infallible. This idea had been decreed

It any one should say that the had the 
right to command in matters of faith aad morals, 
but not in discipline, let him be anathematiszed, 

The hope, however, does not interfere in 
matters of politics, unless the government in- 
terferes in matters of conscience.

(Before Judge Roney.) : 

Hall, J.—1. It is doubtful whether the evi- 
dence in this case warranted any recovery on 
the ground of a malicious arrest, and if any 
such arrest was made, it seems that the person 
making it acted beyond the scope of his in- 
sty uctions and the business he was employed to 
transact: nor does it clearly appear how his 
conduct was ratified by the defendant its 
agents. If the defendant was liable at all, the 
finding was so excessive as to betray bias in 
favor of the plaintiff or prejudice against the 
defendant, or to showthat the jury misappre- 
hended the law applicable to the case, 

2, Where a plaintiff brought suit fora mali- 
cious arrest, and the defendant neither assailed 
his character nor gave notice of any intentions 
to de so, it was error to allow him to state that 
he had never been accused of crime and to sus- 
tain his reputation by such testimony. 

3. Lettera written between the attorney aud 
the agent of a corporation which was his client, 
containing confidential communications ~-be- 
tween the two, should not have been forced to 
be produced for use in evidence against the 
client. 

4, Where the plaintiff was desired as a wit- 
ners to appear before the grand jury in respect 
to an alleged arsov, and fhe claimed to have 
been maliciously arrested at the instance of 
an insurance company which had insured the 
house burned, it was not admissible to intro- 
duce in evidence a record, showing that the 
owner of the house had brought suit against 
the company and had recovered against it. 
Such evidence was irrelevant. 

5. Where the arrest complained of was al- 
leged to have been made by a detective acting 
forthe company, it was admissible for the at- 
torney for the company, who acted in its be- 
half, to testify as to the circumstances of the 
employment of the detective, and that the 
company had refused to authorize the institu: 
tion of any criminal proccediogs agaiust the 
owner of the house which was byraed. Sach 
evidence was admissible to show good faith oa 
the pert of the company and that they did not 
know of or authorize the proceedings, as well! 
as to rebut the statement of another witness 
as to expressions of the attorney on this sub- 
ject. Atal. events, it was admissible to miti- 
gate the damages by showing wantof malice. 

6. A letter from an attorney to the agents 
of bis clients containing confidential commu- 
nications and asking for ivstroctions in refer- 
ence to the case, was inadmissible against such 
client. Coda, 73798. 

7. The court should have charged on request 
that the act of a servant in the line of his duty 
alone binds a principal; and that directions of an 
attcrney to step a witness about to leave a city 
do not justify an arrest,and such action, if 
had, was not in the line of duty of such serv- 
ant or attorney so as to bind bis client. 

>. The advice of counsel will not operate to 
discharge his client from liability for dam- 
ages, bntitmight make them merely nominal 
or night mitigate them.

cmmend the defendant to imprisonment for 
life if they found him guilty, it was bad prac: 
tice for him to further stateto them that if 
they should find the defendant guilty, the 
court could, if he saw proper, change the ver- 
cictand sparethe man’s life by imorisoning 
him in ihe penitentiary, but thai that wasa 
question entirely for the court, and would not 
arise unless their verdict was asstated. Such 
a charge might have had the etlect.of less3a- 
ing the jury’s sense of responsibility or divid- 
ing the responsibility with the presiding jadga. 
In thi3 case the judgment could not be re- 
versed on this ground; bunt the practice of re- 
fer1ing to the judge’s power in such a case is 
a bad one. 

2. Where before the jury was empanelled the 
defendant made a motion for a continuance on 
the ground of the absence of witnesses, and the 
court delayed the case aud sent for and pro- 
cured such witnesses, but on thetrial they 
were not introduced, the case being one of cir- 
cumstantial evidence, it waserror to permit 
counsel! for the state, over the objection of the 
defendant, to referia his- argument to what 
the defendant, in his motion for continuance, 
bad said he could prove, and to mention that 
the defendant had failed to make such proof 
and insist upon this as an evidence of guilt.

Hall, J —When an attachment was sought 
on the ground of a frauduleut transfer of proap- 
erty by a debtor to defeat creditors, uuader 
73x97 of the Code, and the record on its face 
thowed that the petition was not sapported by 
any aflidavit or by testimony of like character 
as ibat ofan aflidavit, the attachment was 
fataliy defective; and on the trial of a claim 
case arising under the levy of the attacamoent, 
the Jevy should haye been dismissed and the 
attachment rejected from evidence, on motion 
of the claimant. Nor was this defect cured by 
the fact that the judge said, on the trial of the 
clsim case, that he bad evidence before 
him (apprrently oral evidence) which jastified 
his issuing the attachment, the attachment 
being issued by the judge without auy jadg- 
ment being entered for that parpose. Loeb va, 
Smith Bros. & Co. et al., (decided today.) 

(a.) A claimant of property levied on under 
an attachment cannot move to quash the at- 
tachment, but the proper motion is to dismiss 
the levyorto reject it from evidence ,when 
offered against him.

Hall, 7 Where ~the charter of the city of 
Augusta contained the following power: The 
city council “can make every by-law or regala- 
tion requisite and necessary for the security 
and welfare and convenience of said city, and 
is vested with full power and authority to 
make such assessments on the inhabitants of 
Augusta, or those who hold taxable property 
therein for the safety, benefit. convenience and 
advantage of the said city, as shall appear to 
them expedient;” and an act of the legislature 
amending such charter contained the following 
clause: ‘That all taxes and assessments made 
under the ordinances of the city council of 
Augusta, shall have the same lien and priority 
as taxes due the state, except that they shall 
be pestponed to the latter:” 

Held, that the taxes and assessments re- 
fexred to were the general taxes and assess- 
ments such as the city was authorized by law 
to make, and did not authorize the making of 
local assessments upon property which hap- 
pened to adjoin that portion of a street where 
improvements were made. The whole city was 
mace taxable for such improvements, and not 
merely the individuals whose property wa; 
claimed to be benefited thereby> 70 Ga., 817; 
75 Id., 7 (im press). 

(a.) Nor was such local assessment au thorized 
by the act of 1835, which prescribed that the 
city council should have fall power to assess 
ram tax property of every hind and description. 

(b.) Nor were they authorized by the act of 
1880 (Acts 1880-81, p. 271), which provides that 
the board of health shall have full control of 
the drainage, sewerage, etc , of said city, and 
that the ordinances of said board (previously 
mentioned ) are given the force and etfect of law. 
It did not matter that the board of health in 
this case ordered the work to be dons, and the 
city concurred in it and provided for the cost 
of it by payisg a part itself and assessing the 
balance sgainst the property benefited. 

(ec) Ner was such power conferred by the 
act of 1874 (Acts 1874, p 205) nor by the act of 
1685 (Acts 1884-85, p 145). 

(d.) It dces not appear when the ordinance 
sought to be enforced was passed, nor is it ap- 
parent that the legislature ever intended by 
any of its general enactments to revolutionize 
the whole former system of taxation of the 
city of Augusta by the questionable adoption 
of such ordinarce.

Perbaps it would have been better for 
the plaintiff to bave resorted to eqaity in the 
first ipstance, but having tought equity, if the 
deed should be found to be usurious or to have 
been obtained by artifices or fraudulent prac- 
tices, it should be reecinded, and in that event 
there should be a settlement agmutual accounts 
between the parties upon, equitable princi- 
pies. This is the extent of the decision as to 
the auestion of equitable mortgage.

Mr. Hammond is a man of a more judicial type 
than Mr. Tucker. As chairman of the judiciary 
committee of congress his course was marked by 
fairness,sprofound Jearning and judicial ability. 
Mr, Hammond was an anti secession man, though 
he ‘‘went with his state,’’ and strong objection can 
hardly be raised against him. 

The Cotton Movement. 

The Financial Chronicle’s weekly review 
of the cotton movement shows that for the 
week ending Friday evening, May 13, the 
total receipts have reached 12,666 bales, 
against 13,077 bales last week, 15,141 bales 
the previous week, and 14,222 bales three 
‘weeks since, making the total receipts since 
the Ist of September, 1886, 5,147,897 bales, 
@gainst 5,113,102 for the same period of 
18£5-86, showing an increasesince Septem- 
ber 1, 1886, of 34,795 bales. 

The exports for the week ending the same 

time reach a total of 13,773 bales, of which 
9,149 were to Great Britain, 27 to France, and 
4,597 to the rest ofthe continent. The im- 
ports into continental ports for the week 
have been 39,000. 
: There has been an increase in the cotton 
in sight tonight of 32,729 bales as compared 
with the same dateof 1886, an increase of 
104,123 bales as compared with the corre- 
sponding date of 1885, and a decrease of 
206,271 bales as compared with 1884, 

The old interior stocks have de- 
created during the week 12,336 bales 
and “ors Progra 127,268 bales leas 

a © same period last year. The 
receipts at thesame towns have been 9,892 
bales less than the same week last year, and 
since September 1 the receipts at all the 
towns are 6,661 bales less than the same 
dime in 2885-86. 

The total sales for forward delivery for the 
week are 402, S00 bales. For immediate 
delivery the total. sales foot up this week 
3,959 bales, including 100 for export, 3,859 
Sor consumption. 7

cotton for futtre delivery ai New York has | 
been less active for the week under review, 
and the close is at some decline from last 
Friday. There was a good deal of speculative 
manipulation on Saturday and Monday last, 
with the purpose of promoting an advance 
in prices for this crop, but the dull foreign 
advices (the markets abroad refusing to be- 
come alarmed) and the greatly improved ac- 
counts from the growing crop, not only pre- 
vented any advance, but cansed a consider- 
able decline, and Tuesday was weaker. Oa 
Wednesday a firmer Liverpool report caused 
a buoyant opening ; but as the demand fell 
off the early advance was mostly lost. On 
Thursday the market was dull and weak. 
Friday an early advance on better Liverpool 
advices was not fully maintained, and speca-. 
lation was dull except for August, but the 
next crop showed exceptional strength. 
Cotton on the spot was more freely offered 
at the advance of last week, leading on 
Monday to a fair business for home con- 
sumption, and on Taesday a decline of 1-16 
cents was recorded, which also stimulated 
business somewhat. 


Noble Words. 

Mr. Jefferson Davis has uttered many 
noble sentiments, but he never spoke more 
opportune words than those which fell from 
his lips at the recent Mitsissippi press 
banquet. 

No brave and honest man in any section 
of the United States would hesitate to in- 
derce this sentiment, which was the heart 
and core of that brief but remarkable 
speech: : 

But now those scenes and incidents have passad, 


and they only livein mind and history. United 
you are now, and if the union is ever to be broken, 


let the other side break it. The army of the south 
will shine forever argffnd the camp-fires, and will 
shine to our childre mand children’s children. The 
truths we fought for shall not encourage you to 
ever fight again; but keep your word jin good or 
evil. 

THE CONSTITUTION predicted the day after 
these words were spoken that they could not 
fail to strike a responsive chord wherever 
they were read in this country. This pre- 
diction has been fully verified. 

The Philadelphia News says that this 
speech marks an epoch in American history, 
and sounds the death kneil of sectionalism. 


It continues : 

“The strength of mind, the mental courage re- 
quired to enable Jeff Davis to say to his people, 
‘the truth we fought for shall not encourage you 
ever to fight again,’ demands cordial recognition. 
For the first time in nearly thirty years the north 
Can well afford to put aside resentment and to join 
the south in praise of Jeff Dayis.”’ 

The Philadelphia Times, commenting on 
the remarks of Mr. Davis, says: 

“With slavery the south got rid of its foolishand 
antiquated notions about the degradation of work, 
and with work and the development of the natural 
resources, which had been hid as in a napkin 
heretofore, the south has found out the source of 
real strength. It wouid take a manof much duller 
perception than Jefferson Davis not to recognize | 
all this, and it is to his credit that he has made up | 
his mind to declare in words what he must have 
long feltin his heart,’’ 

The Springfield Republican rejoices in Mr. 
Davis’s sentiments, and perceives that ‘‘he 
grows nore lively and modern every day.’’ 

The New York Evening Post makes this 
significant deduction from the remarks of 
Mr. Davis : 


For a long time, whatever else failed, the Yenera- 
ble bloody shirt shakers, like Senator Hoar, could 
fall back upon Jeff Davis dad Bob Toombs and say 
that they were just as bad rebels as ever they 
were. But Toombs is dead; and now Davis has be- 
come reconciled. There is nothing left to cling to, 
and Horace Greeley’s memorable prediction may 
be said to be fulfilled: “Your atiompt to base a 
great, enduring party upon the rate and wrath 
necessarily engendered by a bloody civil war is as 
though you should plant a colony on an iceberg 
which had somehow drifted into a tropical ocean,*’ 

We might multiply the evidences that Mr. 
Davis has impressed the people of the north 
with the great truth that he is true to the 
union as it exists today, and that the people 
of the south are as loyal as those of any 
other section. There has not been the 
slightest donbt of the sincerity of the seati- 
ments which have evoked these expressions 
of a restored union feeling.

Concerning Morals and Crime. 

The remarkable increase of crime in 
Fiance during the last half century has 
drawn attention to a similar state of affairs 
in this country. It must be admitted, as 
the Boston Herald puts it, that there. is a 
noticeable weakening in the controlling 
force of those moral sentiments which in 
the past restrained men who were tempted 
to do wreng. 

In France the explanation given is that 
since the revolution the moral education of 
the-people has been neglected. If this is 
true of the French, itis ina very large 
measure true of the Americans. 

Certain superficialists will beready to deny 
this. They will point to the progress of our 
religious denominations, and the increase 
in the number of our churches. Unfurtun- 
ately this does not meet the case. Perhaps 
the number of religionists is increasing be- 
cause creeds are broadening, discipline is 
growing lax, and the requirements of relig- 
ion are growing easier. Numerous churches 
may be either a good ora bad sign. The 
First Napoleon said that a great number of 
churches in proportion to the populatioa in- 
dicated a low state of morals. 

The trouble is that too many of our people 
grow up without any moral teaching. In a 
fit of enthusiasm or emotional excitement 
they join a church, but it is too late to cure 
the evils resulting from their defective 
moral education. They profess a kind of 
theoretical Christianity, and continue de- 
voted to the world, the flesh and the devil. 

This defective contingent may be found in 
every churcb, and it is sometimes large 
enough to be a serious drawback. If the 
lack of moral training weakens those who 
are in the church it must necessarily work a 
still greater injury to those who are out of 
it. 

In our old-fashioned state of society there 
was something like family government. 
Children were taught to shun temptation, 
to love the right and abhor the wrong. But 
times have changed. Parents hesitate to 
give moral lectures to the precociously sharp 
boys and girls of the presentday: The 
young people go off and flock together, in- 
stituting something like a boycott against 
their elders. If they fancy bad books, bad 
pictures and ways that are dark, they will 
follow their bent, and their fathers and 
mothers will know nothing about it until it 
is too late, Out of the ranks of these unre- 
strained youngsters come in each generation 
the men and women who’ are to lead society 
and control business. Bright, worldly, im- 
patient of restraint, what can be expected of 
them? 

Until we pay more atfention to early 
moral training, our per centage of crime will 
continue to increase. Here is the weak spot 
in our civilization. - We must remedy the 
evil at its starting point. The religion of 
this age will not keep men straight when 
they have never been taught the value of 
morality. There is no use in glossing over 
these things. Our civilization is rotten,and 
the sooner we realize it and begin the work 
of genuine reform, the better it will he for 
all concerned.

THE INDIANS. 
THE GEORGIA INDIAN ASSOCIA- 
TION ORGANIZED. 


Mrs. A. 8, Quinton, Vice Presidefit of the Woman's 
National Indian Agss-ciation, Organizes a Geor- 
gia Branch- Blec'ion of Officers- Another 
Meeting This Morning at 9 O'clock, 


At 4o’clock yesterday afternoon, Mrs. A. 8. 
Quinton, vice-president of the Woman’s Na- 
tional Indian association, met about twenty- 
five of Atlanta’s most prominent women in the 
First Methodist church. 

The object of the meeting was to form an 
Atlanta branch of this aseociation. Mrs. Quin- 
ton isa noble and philanthropic woman who 
has devoted the best years of her life to solving 
the Indian problem. She made a brief address 
explanatory of the association, its work, meth- 
ods, ete. 

She said, among many other interesting 
things: 

“Exchisive of the Indians of Alaska, there 
are now within the limits of these United 
States, as variously estimated by government 
¢flicials and statisticians, between 260,000 and 
265,000 Indians. Most of these are gathered 
vpon the reservations, sixty in number, and 
sre under the care and control of the United 
States sgents, whose power can be, and often 
is, despotic, and from whose authority there is 
practically no appeal, sixce, speaking generally, 
there is virtudlly no law for the red man. 
He cannot make contracts, work his own mines, 
bor sell his lumber. It is notin law, acrim> 
to kill an Indian, and attempts have 
often been made in vain to bring his murder- 
ersto punishment. The mere statement of 
such an order of things is, to republican ears, 
sufiicient condemnation of the case, and no 
thoughtful man or woman can expect a devel- 
opment of real manhood and true womanhood 
in apy race under such tyranny. Oppression, 
fraud and crueliy, on the one hand, necessitate 
sullen servility or open revolt, stealthy re- 
pricals and revenge on the other hand. Being 
perfectly human, “made of one blood” with ail 
other men, Indians will not endlessly be 
driven, and tor the same reason they my sure- 
ly be won if fairly dealt with,”

THE CHICAGO MARKET, 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce. 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, Mey 16.—June wheat opened this 
morning at 874<c, and at once went to 87l4c, a 
higher figure than was touched at all during the 
late manipulation in May option. The nervous 
feeling in the crowd brought abont by clique ope- 
rations last Saturday, the large export clearings 
and the expectation of about 2,000,000 bushels de- 
creasein the visible supply, were the causes of 
strength. Theclique buying during the first hour 
of the session was very light, and the balance of 
the crowd were.in possession of the market. Every 
trader in the pit was trying in one way or another 
to buy but little wheat, and the feeling was unani- 
mously bullish. At the close of the first hours of 
trading June was bid up to 8734c, with scllers at 
that price very few. At midday an advance of 
l},c bad been scoredin June opticn. Pre lictions 
of efor June before the week was over were 
made freely, and shorts were extremely nervous. 
They started the buying themselwes, and the clique 
did not begin to bid very loudly early in the day. 
After probably an hour from the opening of the 
session, the clique were known to be picking up 
everything offered, and the ‘‘shorts’’ became panic 
stricken, Before this prices were 87°4c and below 
for June, but when the stampede commenced that 
option ran right up to 88e. There was considerable 
short wheat covered, but it came from the crowd 
promiscuously, and no very large lines were cov- 
ered up. Around 88}<c and 881(c there was a short 
lull, and Eines again advanced. June went right 
up to &3)4@88i¢c. A little later it reacted some} 
aud at 12:30 it was selling at 8%®<a@sske. Immedi- 
ately after the afternoon session opened June wheat 
bulged to 69c, but it failed to hold and settled back 
to 383¢c. Between these two figures it was very 
active, and the final close was at 8854@88%c, 

Corn opened easier at 40%4c for July and sold 
down to 405,@40%cin the first few minutes, and 
continued to drag until the middle of the day, 
when some of the pork men stepped over into the 
corn pit at the time when wheat became strongest, 
andran the price of July up to 414c. -Later it

@41).c, at which figure July corn closed.

The Genera] Council Passes About $15,000 Into Sewer 
Work After a Long Discnussion— Money Given 
to the Artesian Water Mains—The {ce- 
Oream Cake Man Must Go, Ete. 


Sewers, street lights and artesian water 
mains were the leading and absorbing featares 
ofthe regularly semi-monthly session of the 
general council yesterday afternoon, nearly 
$15,000 finding its way into sewer work 
alone. 

The body was working under the head of 
reports of committees when Mr§K enyon,chair- 
man of the sewer committee, submitted a favor- 
able report upon a petition for a Rawaon street 
sewer, the estimated cost being $10,000. 

“How wuch did you say it would cost?” 
atked Mr. Rice, as the clerk completed reading 
the report. : 

“Ten thousand dollars,” amswered Clerk 
Goldsmith, 

“W-h-e-w!’ responded the sixth ward mem- 
ber through his puckered lips. 

“May it please your honor,” said Mr. Beutell 
“This same sewer question was before the 
council last year, and I think that Mr. Rawson 
then agreed to pay one-half of the cost if we'd 
build the sewer. I think we had better defer 
action on the report for the present and see if 
he will still help to build it as he ought to do.” 

MR. RAWSON WON'T PAY HALF. 

Pitis useless to defer action on the report for 

the reason arsigned by Mr. Beutell,” said Mr. 

Mitchell, ‘for I have talked with Mr. Rawson 

about thatsewer very recently. Once he would 

have paid one-half the expense, but he won’t 
do so now.” . 

“That sewer is an absolute necessity,” said 
Mr. Collier, “and should be built, 
A large sewer running from 
the central portion of the city empties into a 
small sanitary sewer on Rawson street. The 
small sewer hasn’t suflicient capacity to carry 
off what is emptied intoit by the large sewer 
and the result is a stench after every heavy 
rain that is sickening.” 

“Yes, and it renders the locality very un- 
healihy,’’ said Mr. Roy, “we ought to build the 
sewer.” 

“But can we stand it? Have we the money”” 
atied Mr. Rice, “I want to build the sewer 
too 


AS MUCH AS ANY OF YOU,

“We must decide on one at a time,” said 
Mayor Co. per. 

Nevertheloss the condition of the sewer fund 
forthe year was examined by each member as 
the discutsion upon the $10,000 ap- 
propiiation was going on. The _ bal- 
ance sheet ebowed that $30,000 had 
been appropriated to sewers—$25,000 by the 
city and $5,000 by citizens. Of this, $15,250 
had already been passed up for work, leaving 
only $14,750 to be expended during the balance 
of the year. On tbe clerk’s table was the sewer 
com mittee’s report recommending the $10,000 
for the Rawson street sewer 

AND THREE OTHER REPORTS 

from the same committee, one recommending 
$3,000 for a Butler street sewer and another 
recommending $1,500 for the Orme street 
sewer, sand another recommending $1,250 for 
one on Nelson street asked for by Jadge Collier 
and others, making'in all $15,750 or $1 ,000;more 
than the total] sewer apportionment.
